Applicant's invention relates to a power generating system, and more specifically, 
to power generating by a moving vehicle. 

The system has hydraulic cylinders installed in the surface of the road, which are 
depressed by a moving vehicle. The fluid in cylinders receives energy, which is utilized 
to rotate a generator for production of electrical energy. 

There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant's invention differs from the prior
